Harry D. White, whose name is at­ 
tached to the Treasury plans, testified be­ 
fore a c o n g re ssio n a l committee the other 
ria? attacking the Dewey plan. 
Favorable 
ad -u, he said, would disappoint those 
w o rk in g with the Treasury and “to experts 
the world over there would be a letdown 
with passage of this bill.” 
The reason for 
this anticipated disappointment was the 
limited scope of the Dewey measure. 
Per­ 
haps it would have been better had he re­ 
vealed something about his own work in­ 
stead. 
D ew ey proposed that, In making gov­ 
ernment loans to other nations, the loans 
bt fifty per cent American money and the 
other 
half 
be 
contributed 
from

eou re es. The lenders would carefully super­ 
vise expenditures of the money to see that 
R was applied as agreed. 
White said that any such procedure 
would cause ‘ disappointment,’* which gives 
ground for the suspicion that a great deal 
more than a half billion has been impliedly 
promised them by the American negotia­ 
tors. 
The opinion has been frequently ex­ 
pressed that one of the weaknesses of the 
T re a s u ry o p e ra tio n s Is t h a t they are. what 
W h ite in tim a te d , implication of ability to 
do th in g s which Congress will not permit. 
If t h a t is o, they are. as an editorial writer 
of the Wall Street Journal says, piling up 
trouble b e cau se n a tio n s w h ic h receive help 
far less- in amount and on far less open­ 
h a n d e d terms than they have been led to 
exp**rp will be resentful and naturally so. 
T h e subject is of such importance to

Break of Cassino 


Due lo Surprise

But the unnoticed French plung­ 
ed easily onward atop the moun­ 
tains to come out into the open, 
upon the Nazi lines up the Liri, far 
in the rear of the place where the 
Germans were holding the British. 


Germans Retreated Quickly 


The Hitlerites had to decide im ­ 
mediately whether to fight on and 
risk the chance of being surround­ 
ed, or retire. They ran, or as many 
as could, escaped back to the Hitler 
line, and there the Poles eventually 
faced them again in the historic 
fighting around Piedmonte. 
The Nazis also failed to expect 
the size of the French and Ameri­ 
can forces which confronted them 
on the rest of the line southwest­ 
ward down to the sea. In fact, they 
seem to have been fooled complete­ 
ly by the whole offensive. 
They even shot their propaganda 
leaflets down into the wrong armies 
the day before the attack started. 
They had prepared propaganda in 
French for the French, in Polish 
for the Poles, but they shot the 
French propaganda into positions 
where we had the Polish army, and 
Polish propaganda into the French 
troops (using artillery shells which 
explode in the air and release the 
leaflets, instead of the usual planes, 
a .strategy reflecting their deficiency 
in aircraft.) 


Obviously they were confused and 
bewildered by our heavy disposition 
of forces—our “regrouping ’ as our 
general staff blandly called it in 
their first communiques. 


Nazi Manpower Insufficient 


In short, the Nazis did not have 
enough manpower to defend their 
whole line, 
underestimated 
ours, 
had ours wrongly placed, chose ex­ 
cellent spots to concentrate their 
strength, but in doing this, left the 
weak spots which we found. 
Our overall strategy plan worked 
equally well. 
We turned on hotter 
and hotter pressure, threatening in­ 
vasion from England dally, thus to 
keep Von Runs ted t's forces pinned 
down in France and the Lowlands, 
so they could not reinforce their 
bewildered comrades In Italy. 
Tile Russians helped out by exert­ 
ing pressure attacks around Vitebsk. 
in the central part of the Eastern 
line. and elsewhere. 
Thus do we 
stretch the Nazi line thinner and 
thinner— like Grant took Richmond. 
To nail the vastly strewn Nazi 
forces down even more firmly where 
they were, we bombed all railroad 
lines up the Italian boot and even 
the Brenner pass in advance, but 
this eventually turned out to have 
been a possibly needless emphasis. 
Tile Germans 
Just 
dared 
not 
spare men from the Western or 
Eastern fronts eyen if railroads had 
been available 
to carry them to 
Italy.

iency. The Italian terrain to Rome 
is such that the Germans could put 
up stiff resistance from mountain 
positions covering the Appian way 
as far back as the capital. 
Their

The fact that the German radio 
has been 
blatantly preparing its 
public for a disaster has been en ­ 
couraging, but not a conclusive sign 
of their Italian predicament. They 
turn their radio on and off like a 
brainless automatic voice, and would 
naturally deceive their own people 
for the purpose of deceiving us.

Labor Leaders Maneuver 


As a matter oi fact, labor union 
leaders 
frequently 
maneuver 
the 
War Labor Board into the position 
of seizing a property in order to 
prove to their constituent members 
that they are “doing something" to 
justify their positions. 
The War 
Labor Board has recently awakened 
to this tendency and has started to 
apply some sanctions to striking 
unions. 
The National Labor Re­ 
lations Board has assisted in the 
process only to receive the con­ 
demnation of labor unions. 
The 
fact is that as long as the labor 
unions can get favorable decisions 
from the War Labor Board and the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board, 
they support these decisions, but 
once the decisions go against them, 
they assail the members and either 
withdraw from participation in the 
boards or ignore the hearings. 
Tile real reason for this is that 
labor unions have not really ap­ 
preciated the fact which employers 
have 
already 
recognized, 
namely, 
that 
the 
War Labor Board 
has 
taken unto itself the power of com­ 
pulsory arbitration. 
No labor lead­ 
er in his right mind will accept 
government compulsion in 
peace­ 
time and very few of them have 
been willing to accept compulsory 
arbitration in wartime. 


Oppose Compulsory Arbitration 


The truth Is that every sugges­ 
tion or proposal to legislate com­ 
pulsory arbitration has been rebuff­ 
ed by the labor leader. 
The idea 
that 
a 
government 
tribunal can 
order a settlement Is not relished 
by labor unions when the orders 
are unfavorable to the employee, 
but most of the orders of the War 
Labor Board have been against the 
employers. 
That is why the War 
Labor Board, without any authority 
front Congress, has ordered “m ain- 
tenance-of-membership" contracts, 
The War Labor Board consists 
of three groups—-namely, labor rep­ 
resentatives. management represen­ 
tatives, and so-called public repre­ 
sentatives. 
Tile public representa­ 
tives, a. reflected in their decisions, 
are in the main favorable to the 
labor unions 
Tile pout y of order­ 
ing the “maintenance-of-member­ 
ship” clauses in union contracts has 
been consistently supported bv the 
three public members of the la bol 
boards 


The theory behind the “m ainten­ 
ance-of-membei,ship” clause Is that 
the labor unions .should be git en 


some sort of reward for their loyalty 
in not indulging in strikes. 
It Is 
contended 
that labor unions are 
unable, on account of wage stabi­ 
lization to get much for their mem­ 
bers, and this would result in a 
drop-off of members, and hence in 
the amounts of labor dues, unless 
the 
government 
put 
into 
effect 
the 
“m aintenance-of-membership” 
clause requiring members to stay 
in the union once they Join. 


No Reward for Employer 


There is no such reward for the 
employer who fails to lock out em­ 
ployees in wartime, oj maintains 
his plant even at a lass in order 
to keep going in the hope of event­ 
ually getting into the black. There 
is no reward for the employer who 
is the victim of jurisdictional dis­ 
putes between employees. 
Nobody 
has ever suggested that he, too, be 
compensated for the loss he incurs 
while unions fight it out. 
Indeed, 
there Is no fairness in the Roose­ 
velt administration policies where 
the employer is concerned. 
To argue, therefore, that it is 
necessary to seize plants in order 
to prevent an epidemic of strikes Is 
merely to scratch the surface and 
ignore the fundamentals. 
If the 
War Labor Board .lad a policy that 
applied equally between the em ­ 
ployers and employees, there would 
have been very little clamor over 
the .seizure of the property of em ­ 
ployers who were recalcitrant.

Among points to be brought out 
by 
the congressional investigation 
now under way of the seizure of 
M ontgomery W ard’s one is obvi. ( 
ous. 
This is the contrast between 
the adm inistration’s treatm ent of 
an industry head, Mr. Sewell Avery 
—and its treatm en t of a labor union 
head,, Mr. Jo h n L. 
Lewis, under the 
sam e kind of c ir­ 
cum stances. 
B ut

merely

Yet the point needs to be brought 
out, and to be m ade crystal clear 
—for the sake of a principle that is 
involved, and an ominous situation 
which now th reaten s but which may 
be averted if we see the principle 
and act upon it. To bring out the 
principle, review very briefly the 
essential facts: 


Cases Handled Differently 


The W ar Labor Board frames a 
contract. T hen it orders th e em­ 
ployer and th e labor union to sign 
th e contract. 
Right here is the 
first step into w hat was bound to 
become a mess. 
It Is not passible 
for the W ar Labor Board, or the 
president, 
to compel 
anybody to 
sign a contract—to take pen in 
hand and w rite his signature. In- 
asm uch as this is not passible, m 
it wise for the W ar Labor Board o 
issue 
an 
order, 
compliance 
with 
which cannot be compelled? Coni- 
m on-sense says no. And if law .s, 
as has been said, “common-sense 
codified,” th en obviously here is 
where the adm inistration took the 
first step tow ard an impossible situ­ 
ation. 


B ut if the adm inistration cannet 
compel anyone—employer or union 
head or anyone else—to sicn a 
contract, 
it nevertheless can in­ 
flict punishm ent for not signing At 
this point is where th e real seri­ 
ousness of the present situation be­ 
gins. 
W hen an employer refuges to sir; 
the 
adm inistration can seize 
hie 
plant, p ut the arm y or navy in 
charge, and has done so in several 
cases. 
In one case, 
the Mont­ 
gomery Ward one, seizure of 
he 
plant involved seizure of the per­ 
son of the head of the company, 
Blit when a labor union head Mr. 
John L. Lewis of th e U nited Mine 
W orkers, refused to sign a la dot 
board contract, th e 
administration 
did not penalize him, it did nothing 
a t all. 


Polities Involved 


From 
this 
contrast 
arase the 
widely asked question—why did not 
the adm inistration treat Mr. U n ­ 
is and his union as it treated Mr. 
Avery and his company? Tile que.-* 
tion is asked in a spirit of im­ 
puting politics to the administra­ 
tion. 
And politics no doubt there 
was—to offend labor unions is t ae 
last thing the A dm inistration wa 
­ 
cs. But there is a deeper and better 
reason for Hie adm inistration’s ; ' 
doing 
anything 
about 
Mr. 
L e l­ 
and his union. 
In a literal and physical sense, 
the adm inistration could have tak­ 
en over Mr. Lewis's union—it 
a going concern, m uch like a busi­ 
ness, having a headquarters bund­ 
ing in W ashington, with a treas­ 
ury containing 
some 
million* of 
dollars, and with a large mcom 
from union dues. And if seizure of 
M r Lewis's union had entailed sei­ 
zure of Mr. Lewis's person, as in hie 
case of Mr. Avery, th a t could have 
been done too. W hile 
Mr. Lew* 
is a heavier m an th an Mr. Avern 
soldiers 
could 
have 
carried 
him 
out. 
For not seizing Mr. Lewis aud 
his union, there was a fundam ent, 
reason—whether or not tile admin­ 
istration was conscious of it or
